PERVERTED TALENTS. 


Eng‘and's Cassie Chadwick and Her 
Mother In Penal Servitude. 


England's. Cassie Chadwick, Violet 
Gordon Chatlesworth, and her mother 
both coliapsed in the dock at court 
in London recently when the judge 
{ senteneed each to five years’ penal 
servitude for obtaining money under 
false pretenses and for fraudulently 
Tepresenting that the younger woman 
was heiress to a great estate. In 
passing sentence the judge referred 
to Violet’s remarkable ingenuity, 
which, properly applied, might have 
won for her an honorable if not a dia. 
tinguished career. ‘ 

Tt was only a little more than: a 
‘| year ago that the press of the entire 
' world was printing columns regard- 

ing the tragic death of Miss Violet 
Gordon Charlesworth. It was report. 
ed that she had been thrown over a 
cliff on the coast of North Wales into 
@ yearning ses. She was with her 
sister and a chauffeur in a swift mo- 
tor cur when: the accident. was sup- 
posed to have happened. 

The sister and chauffeur returned 
to the local authorities and told in 
teat detail of the accident. Miss 
harlesworth’s car had crashed into 
@ retaining wall along the edge of 
the cliff and the young woman had 
been hurled headlon fat the sea. 
A woman's hut and handbag were 
found at the spot where the accident 
was said to have taken place, and 
\ the wreck of the automobile was tur- 
ther evidence of the tragedy. 

Then there began to be doubts as 
| to the young woman’s death. Those 
who examined the scene could not see 
how it would have been possible for 
the accident to occur and it wus 
thought strange that the body did not 
come ashore, Suspicion was further 
aroused when it became known that 
Miss Charlesworth had left unpaid 
debts amounting to thousands of 
dollars 

Gradually her picturesque career 
came to light. Her father was a re- 
spectable mechanic but in some wry 
| Miss Charlesworth obtained a smail 
amount of money which she invested 
in clothing and jewelry. Then she 
bought an automobile on credit and 
with this appearance of wealth she 
succeeded in getting more credit. She 
took a house in Scotland and another 
in Wiltshire, in addition to the good. 


; the family lived. She speculated in 
stocks and had a large debit account 
on the books of several firms. 

While investigation was revealing 
these startling truths someone saw 
on a ferry boat the young woman 
Supposed to be at the bottom of the 
sea. Detectives from Scotland Yard 
were put on the case and on January 
17 of last year she was found in 
Tobermory, Scotland, living under an 
assumed name. % 

_ Miss Charlesworth told the detéc- 
tives of her movements after the re- 

ted accident. She went directly to

amongst men, when the great level- 
ling processes of that time will raise 
all the worthy ree and degraded and 
will humble all the proud, establixh- 
ing iety under such new conditions | 
that the new order of things is sym: | 
bolically styled in the Scriptures ‘‘a | 
new heavens and a new earth, where- | 
in dwelleth righteousness” (II. Peter 

iii, 13). Others of the Psalms describe 

in highly figurative terms the work 

of the Millennial Age.

This class 
will not fear when the earth shall be 
removed and when the mountains 
shall be carried into the midst of the | 
sea, They might indeed b astonished 
and in trepidation if these were liter- 
al mountains; but they are symboli- 
cal, he people of the Lord, under 
his instruction, will.not be in dark- 
ness that that day shall overtake 
them as a thief, although it will come 
as a thief and as a snare upon the 
whole world (Luke xxi, 35). In the 
symbology of the Bible the tern earth 
is u to represent the social struc- 
ture, as the mountains which con- 
stitute the backbone of the earth sym- 
bolize the kingdoms of the world sup- 
ported by the social order. As the 
earth represents the fixity of the so- 
cial order, the sea represents the rest- 
lese, turbulent, dissatisfied classes 
which lash against the earth and con- 
tinually seek to swallow it up. The 
removal of the earth symbolizes the 
disturbance of the social order. The 
swallowing up of the mountains in 
the seas represents the overwhelming 
of some of the great kingdoms of the 
earth by the uprising of the people 
in anarchistic rebellion against social 
order. 

The fact that the Scriptures pro- 
phetically describe the overwhelming 
of the social order and the great gov 
ernments of the earth must not b> 
understood to signify that the Bible 
counsels revoluticm or anarchy. On 

fT ae all of} Goci’s people 
throtighout thie Seriptives ars counsel. 

to live peaceably with all men, so 
far as possible, They are counseled 
not to use carnal werpons, not to take 
to the sword for the settlement of dis- 
utes, but rather to suffer injury. 
hey are counseled that God is the 
te Over-Lord, and that although 

@ is not now ruling directly amongst 
men he is fully the Master of the 
situetion in that he could at any time 
overthrow all opponents. He does not 
acknowledge that his will is now 
done in the enrth, bnt tells us that it 
will be done by and by end encoeur- 
uges us to pray end to hope and to 
wait for it. He tell us that Satan is 
now the “Princ of this world’ by 
virtue of thé fact that he deceives 
the minds and hearts of the majority. 
God would have his. people under- 
stand something of his great Program, 
but he would’ keep this hidden from 
«ll others; hence the impossibility of 
explaining spiritual things to a car- 
nal mind (If. Corinthians ii, 14). 
“None of the wicked shall under. 
stand’’ (Daniel xii, 10). 

The great Crestor has contented 
himself with such a supervision 
human affairs as leaves much reapon- 
sibility in human hands. He merely 
interferes to raise up or to cast down 
on occasions when the interest of his 
Cause and Program may demand, 
For: instance, the case of the Phar- 
ftoh, raised to the throne of Egypt, in 
Moges’ day. God there raised to the 
Throne a man of great determination, 
and ‘hindered from reaching the throne 
other men not so favorable to the car- 
ming out of the Divine Purposes, 

hus, without interfering with the 
free moral agency of the king, God 
uses the wrath of man te praise him 
and the remainder he restrained. Sim- 
ilarly, God previously. raised Joseph 
to the Governorship of Egypt for his 
own, purposes.

How near 
that day may be who can tell? Quite 
a good many earnest Bible students 
concur in the thought that such a 
climax is indicated in the prophesies, 
for the year 1915. But be the date as 
it may, the fact remains, The pro- 

hecy we are examining is nearly 
three thousand years old, but it is as 

, a8 sure, and as meaningful: te-

tions. dn Great Britain, in the United 
States and in France there is a fear 
of tumult through public Press “‘rag- 
ing,”’ and everything possible is done 
to restrain it. Whoever sees that an- 
archy is the most dreadful terror con- 
fronting Civilization must realize the 
wisdom of reasonable restraitg upon 
his own tongue and upon the tongues 
of others. Nevertheless the Scriptures 
shows that all effort to suppress the 
tumult and the angry voices of men 
selfishly dried out against each 
other will fail. 

The prophetic picture continues— 
“God uttered his voice; the earth 
melted.” The unfaithfulness: of hu- 
manity, the clamor of greed, both in 
rich and in poor, will be answered by 
the Almighty, “Giver of every 
and perfect gift.’ He will ‘‘utter hie 
voice,” or, as another prophet de- 
clares, ‘‘He will speak to the people 
in his anger,’’ for their correction, for 
their reproval. The result will be that 
the symbolical earth (society) will 
melt—the social structure of civiliza- 
tion will disintegrate. Another Scrip- 
ture declares that that disintegration 
will be so great that “every man’s 
hand will be against his neighbor.” 

But the Prophet hastens assure 
us that in the midst of all this tumult 
the Lord will be with his consecrated 

ple. We read, “The Lord of hosts 
8 with us. The God of Jacob is our 
refuge,”’ This promise applies prim- 
arily to the consecrated Church of 
andes iat Israel. But it also 
secondarily applies to fleshly Ierael, 
the Jewish nation, which will parti- 
cipate in this time of trouble, but be 
saved out of it, as the Scriptures de- 
clare (Jeremiah xxx, 7). In this time 
of trouble the Lord's jewels, his saints, 
will be gathered to their heaven!

The Psalm closes with a picture of 
the devastation which will prevail 
throughout. the world as a result, of 
human selfishness and _ blindness.

Only God’s 
saints will then have peace, and that 
because of their knowledge of the

May its lessons draw us nearer to the 
Fountain of Grace and give us rest, 
prec and joy through obedience of 
heart to him, ‘‘He (Immanuel) mak:

A Grand Old Scientist. 

Dr. Alfred Russel WalHace, who has 
just passed his eighty-seventh birth- 
day, may not unappropriately be de- 
scribed as the “Grand Old Man” of 
science. He was the co-discoverer with 
Darwin of the theory of evolution, 
though, curiously enough the idea 
was suggested, in both instances, by 
a study of Malthus’ ‘Essay on Popu- 
lation.” It was in 1858, while suffer- 
ing from an acute attack. of ague at 
Ternate, that it spidenly occurred to 
Wallace that the ‘positive checks’’ 
which, as Malthus pointed out, tend- 


' ed to restrict the growth of communi- 


ties; must act even more effectively 
on the lower animals. “There sudden- 
ly flashed on me,” he afterwards 
wrote, “the idea of the survival of 
the fittest, and in’ the two hours that 
ela before the ague fit was over I 
had thought out the whole of the 
theory.”” Wallace then. wrote it down, 
and sent it by the next post to Dar- 
win, asking him to forward it to Ly- 
ell. Darwin was almost too astonished

Davin was seen to smile, as he al- 
ways did when he felt that he had 
a word to say worthy of the careful 
training he had ven himself by 
study of the world’s best orators. 
When he had an opportunity to re- 
ply, after dealing with the other 
points raised by his opponent, he 
said: “Mr. Speaker, the hon. gentle- 
man says he thinks I have rooms to 
let in my upper storey. He cannot 
complain if 1 return the compliment. 
But, sir, while we may be alike, he 
and I, in having rooms to let in our 
upper storeys, there is this difference 
between us—that mine are furnished.” 

Davin, toward the close of his Par- 
liamentary career seemed to feel more 
and more that any time epact by the 
House otherwise than in pening te 
himself was time largely wasted. The 
stentorian voice of Hon. William Pat. 
erson, which filled the Chamber as no 
other voice could, seemed to particu- 
larly irritate him. On one occasion, 
Sir Charles Tupper, then leader of 
the Opposition, made an address to 
which, as was generally understood, 
Mr. Paterson would reply. Sir 
Charles, who, in spite of his aggres- 
siveness and tremendous fighting 
power, was always one of thie most 
courteous men in the House, explain- 
ed that, if he did not wait to ‘hear 
Mr. Paterson, it was through no lack 
of courtesy to that gentleman. or to 
the House, but because he was im- 
peratively called to leave town by a 
train which was to go in « very short 
time. “I am very sorry,” he said, 
“that I shall be unable to hear the 
honorable gentleman, as I have to go 
at once to Quebec.”’ Davin Wala 
ed, “Oh, never fear, you'll hear him 
in Quebec.” 

Another of Hon. Mr. Paterson's 

uliarities led to a quaint and 
fai hter-provoking remark, this time 
by Mr. W. H. Bennett, formerly mem- 
ber for East Simcoe, himself one of 
the “bonniest fighters” on either side.

CANADIAN RUNS FINANCES, 


EARLY RED RIVER DAYS 


Mayor Gaynor's Chief Aide In New 
York Comes From Down East. ! 


Few Canadians are adware that 
Charles H. Hyde, who has receistly: 
been appoint Chamberlain “of the | 
city of New York, the most important 
financial post in the gift of Mayor , 
Gaynor, is a Canadian. Like the late ; 
Joseph Medill, the late Simon New- 
comibe and others who have won great 
distinction in the United States he is 
a Maritime Province mun. Moreover, 
he is a comparatively young man, for , 
he was born at Truro, Nova Scotia, 
in September, 1869. He is a grandson 
of Hiram, Hyde, one of the pioneer 
transportdtion magnates of Nova Sco- 
tia, who built the first telegraph line 
in that province. He was educated in 
the admirable public schools of Truro 
and later attended Dalhousie College 
which has a most distinguished honor 
roll of notable graduates. In 1889, 
at the age of twenty he decided to try 
for a career in the United States and 
was admitted as a student of law to 
the office of Wm. J. Gaynor, then and 
for years afterward the leading attor- 
ney of the city of Brooklyn. In. 1893, 
the same year that Justice Gaynor was 
elected to the Supreme Court of New 
York, he was admitted to the firm 
which became known as Grout, Jenks, 
Mayer and Hyde. Mr. Jenks was lat- 
er elected to the bench and Mr, 
Grout was chosen as Comptroller of 
the. city of greater New York; and the 
old firm being thus dissipated 4 hon- 
ors, Mr. Hyde moved across the bridge 
to the borough of Manhattan and 
started in practice for himself. He 
hus been the trusted counsel for Jus- 
tice Gaynor in estates of which the 
latter waa trustee and his exceptional 
connections have associated him with 
some of the most important litiga- 
tions in the United States courts. In 
the heated mayorality campaign of 
last autumn Mr. Hyde had charge of 
Justice Gaynor’s personal organiza- 
tion which, in the polling, proved all 
powerful, though other democrats 
went to the wall. In the post with 
which he has been awarded he will 
supervise the expenditure of millions 
weekly and the choice has the ap 
proval of the press of New York. 


The Caustic Mr. Foster. 


In caustic humor, few members of 
the House of Commons have ever ex- 
celled Hon. Mr. Foster, One who fol- 
lows closely the oratory of this re- 
markable man cannot but be surpris- 
ed to note with what perfect self-con- 
trol he speaks, even when he seems 
to be most completely moved out of 
himself. Once, when he was making 
one of his sledge-hammer attacks on 
the Government, he was a good deal 
annoyed by a member on the Gov- 
ernment side who had been dining, as 

say, “not Wisely but too well,” 
and who, in taking his place in the 
House, evidently Hhowgbt to continue 
the fun which he had nm having in 
the. banquet room. He interrupted 
Mr. Foster again and again. Realiz- 
ing the inequality of their conditions, 
Mr. Foster evidently desired to ‘be as. 
considerable as poasible of his oppon- 
ent, therefore he tried with a geod- 
humoreal word or a considerate turn- 
jug of his address, to distract the at- 
tention of his interrupter fragn himself 
and to secure a free course for his ora- 
tory. At length, realizing that some- 
thing more would be needefi; yet de- 
sirous of sparing the man, the pillory- 
ing of a denunciation which would all 
go into ‘Hansard,’ he turned directly 
upon his tormentor, and, with eyes 
through his wide-rimmed 
spectacles and finger levelled in de- 
nunciation, he closed a period by 
saying: “And, if the honorable mem- 
ber who interrupts me would give a 
little ‘sober’—(and here a long enough 
pause to let the idea sink in, leavin 
the foolish member’s friends startl 
and fearful of what was to follow)— 
“eonsideration to this question, he 
would, I am sure, agree with my view 
of the matter.” There was no further 
interruption.

LORD STRATHCONA'S TRIGUTE TO 
THE SELKIAK SETTLERS. 


Farmers on the Ten Chain Lots Along 
the River Did Most of T'ielr Tra- 
veling by Water and Lived a Great 
Deaton Fish — Their Implements 
Were of the Crudest Description 
—Flails Were Used For Threshing. 


For an acount of the early growing 
times on the banks of the Red River 
one cannot do better than turn to 
that little book, ‘The Selkirk Settler 
in Real .Life,” by Rey. R. G. Mac- 
Reth, M.A., whose father was one of 
the people whose life the writer de- 
ecribes. says a writer in The Family 
Herald 

The introductory chapter of the book 
ie written by Lord Strathcona, whose 
early yca were spent in the Cana- 
dian West and who had personal ex- 
perience of what Mr. MacBeth: de- 
scribes. One quotation will show the 
high esteem in which the Selkirk set- 
tlera were held by Lord Strathcona, 
wo at. one time practically Hived 
among them. “Many of the’ original 
Selkirk settlers and their deac2n- 
dants,”’ writes Lord Strathcona, “have 
becn personally and intimately known 
to me; and have always respected 
and admired their sterling qualities 
ot head and heart. 1 know how'they 
have worked and how they have liv- 
ej, and, in my judgment, Maritoba 
owes more to their efforts and to their 
erample than is generally ad ..itted, or 
can well be conceived by the present 
generation of Canadians,” 

The tarins of the carly Selkirk. set- 
tlers fronted on the Red River, and in 
order that all might.have a river [ron- 
tage without being too widely scat- 
tered. the farms were only ten chains 
in width, extending back two miles, 
The owner of each lot had also the 
privilege of cutting hay over a certain 
area in rear of his land, and Snally 
this area was annexed to his farm. 
The settlement was, therefore, Tatd' cut 
much as were the early French set- 
tlemente along the river: cf Lower 
Canada. an arrangeinent that brought 
the settlers’ homes close together 
along a front road and gave each ac- 
cess to the river from which practical- 
ly all their water was obtained, and 
also an appreciable portion of their 
food in the form of fish. 

Farming was their principal occu- 
ation. A few now and then engaged 
n hunting ‘‘but for the most part 
the delicacies of buffalo meat, moose 
nose, heaver tail, etc., were obtained 
by trading with the half-breeds and 
Indians."" The hoe, the sickle and 
the crac’ vere the early implem nts 
of agriculture, but in time the hoe 
gave way to, the wooden plo with 
an iron point, and after a time the 
teaper: arrived, 

The original reaper was a heavy, 
srude affair, At ita rear was a large 
platform:Sa which a man stood when 
it was in operation, forking off the 
fraia in sheaves as it fell. The bind- 
hg was subsequently done by }.and. 
To put the reaper in or out of gear it 
had to be pried up by” means of @ 
fence-rail and ‘the big wheel moved 
too ner of pentane Ky she smaller 
CO) wheel, e threshing was 
done by means of flails atid the grain 
was cleaned in the open air by whirl- 
ing it about in winnowing riddles, or 
large land-sieves. The wheat was 
ground into flour by means of hand 
mills,. That flour made dark-colored 
bread, but it was sweet “and exceed- 
ingly wholesome. The first windmill 


) was put up at Point Douglas, now 
im 


within the limits of Winnipeg, by the 
Hudson Bay Co. An expert was sent 
from the east to do the work and as 
an assistant he secured a settler nam- 
ed Hugh Polaon, who took careful ob- 
servation of all he saw, and a little 
later. built a mill. for himself and af- 
terwards a numberof other milla or 
his neighbors. “These millg did fair 
work, but when a long calm prevailed 
there was always danger a flour 


} famine, unless by borrowing\fromi one 


another the supply could be eked out 
until the wind arose.” 

The settlers raised large’ numbers of 
good horses, many of which were sold 
to’ buffalo hunters for on the 
plains. In the ordinary farm operd- 


‘tions oxen were largely used and were 


often driven single in the Red River, 
two-wheeled cart, or hitched to a sled; * 
Sheep were raised, too, and in the farm 
houses the wool was spun into yarn 
and woven into cloth for family use. 
In summer the farm stock ran wild 


on the prairies, the horses especially’: ©, 


being out of sight for months, Late ~~ 
in the autumn a general round-up 


took -place, all the animata being, ...: 


brought in for shelter through the 
Hay cutting in summer was 
n jolly affair, each farmer sending out 
his full force of hands, who camped 
tor days on ‘the prairies where each 
party cut‘nnd stacked as much hay as 
their stock would require during the 
housing sqnson. The prairies wore 
practically: ueeat pasture and meadow 
commons upon which all hed equal 
rights. 

The settloment had its social -cus- 
toms some of which were quaint and 
primitive, and its social plensures 
which were simple and unaffected, 
and in which all shared with hearti- 
ness and good will. As the farm 
houses were close together visiting 
back and forth waa frequent. ‘Hos- 
pitality was unbounded, and as no 
caste or, color lines were drawn, not 
only was the white friend made wel- 
come, ut the belated Indian. still far 
from his wigwam, was sure of a goal 
supper and the warm corner by the 
chimuey ‘as''a’ couch for his innocent 
sleep. Except in the evening time 
knocking at the door was dispensed 
with by near neighbors,” 

Az a rule the marriages were cele- 
brated in the church, all the guests 
driving there in a long procession 
while shotigun salutes were tired from 
the farm houses along the road. The 
drive back tram the charch was the
